URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  127 
of  the  “  Public  Utilities  Act,”  being  chap¬ 
ter  47  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1938,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  approve  the  fol¬ 
lowing  regulation,  made  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  on  the  21st  day  of  February, 
1939:— 

“  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  ACT.” 

Regulation  2. 

A  Regulation  prescribing  a  Tariff  of  Fees  to 
be  taken  for  the  Use  of  His  Majesty  in 
respect  of  Applications  for  Certificates  of 
Public  Convenience  and  Necessity. 

1.  The  application  fee  payable  in  respect  of 
any  application,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  “  Public  Utilities  Act,”  being  chapter  47 
of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1938,  for 
a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  neces¬ 
sity  in  respect  of  the  diverting,  developing, 
pumping,  impounding,  distributing,  or  furnish¬ 
ing  of  water  to  or  for  the  public  or  any  corpo¬ 
ration  for  compensation  shall  be  based  on  the 
maximum  quantity  of  water  to  be  sold  by  the 
applicant  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the 
service  in  respect  of  which  the  certificate  is 
applied  for,  and  shall  be  computed  at  the  rates 
set  out  in  Schedule  A. 

2.  The  application  fee  payable  in  respect  of 
any  application  for  a  certificate  of  public  con¬ 
venience  and  necessity  in  respect  of  the  pro¬ 
duction,  generation,  transmission,  sale,  de¬ 
livery,  or  furnishing  of  electricity  to  or  for 


the  public  or  any  corporation  for  compensation 
shall  be  based  on  the  maximum  amount  of 
power  expressed  in  horse-power  to  be  generated 
or  taken  delivery  of  from  others  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  supplying  the  service  in  respect  of 
which  the  certificate  is  applied  for,  and  shall 
be  computed  at  the  rates  set  out  in  Schedule  A. 

3.  The  said  maximum  amount  of  water  or 
power  shall  be  specified  in  the  certificate  of 
public  convenience  and  necessity,  and  no 
greater  amount  shall  be  sold,  generated,  or 
taken  delivery  of  by  the  applicant  without  the 
approval  of  the  Commission.  The  said  ap¬ 
proval  may  be  given  by  amendment  of  the 
said  certificate. 

4.  The  application  fee  shall  be  paid  before 
the  application  is  considered  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion.  Should  an  application  be  withdrawn  or 
permitted  by  the  applicant  to  lie  dormant  for 
six  months  or  more,  the  fee  shall  be  retained. 
If  the  application  is  refused  in  whole  or  in 
part,  such  part  of  the  application  fee  may  be 
refunded  to  the  applicant  as  seems  reasonable 
to  the  Commission  in  the  circumstances  of  the 
case. 

5.  The  fee  payable  on  any  application  for 
the  amendment  of  a  certificate  of  public  con¬ 
venience  and  necessity  shall  be  one-half  of  the 
fee  previously  paid  on  the  application  for  the 
said  certificate;  provided  that  such  fee  shall 
not  exceed  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  ;  and  pro¬ 
vided  also  that  if  the  amendment  involves  an 
increase  in  the  amount  of  water  or  power 
allowed  by  the  certificate  there  shall  be  paid, 
in  addition,  the  difference  between  the  fee  pay¬ 
able  in  respect  of  the  amount  as  amended  and 
that  in  respect  of  the  amount  previously 
allowed. 

6.  This  regulation  may  be  known  and  cited 
as  “  Regulation  2  of  the  Public  Utilities  Com¬ 
mission.”

“  BEEF  GRADING  ACT.” 

Amending  Regulations. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  3  of 
the  “  Beef  Grading  Act,”  the  following 
amending  regulations  are  made: — 

Regulation  5  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  “No  inspector  shall  grade  beef  until  the 
beef  has  been  inspected  and,”  and  substituting 
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therefor  the  following:  “No  inspector  shall 
grade  beef  unless  the  animal  has  been  in¬ 
spected  before  death  and  the  carcass  inspected 
after  death,  and  unless  both  inspections  have 
been  conducted  on  premises  properly  equipped 
to  permit  of  satisfactory  inspection,  and  unless 
the  carcass  is.” 

Regulation  11  is  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following  words:  “and  in  all  cases,  unless 
the  letter  designating  the  grade  of  the  beef  is 
as  large  and  as  prominent  as  any  figure  indi¬ 
cating  the  price  of  the  beef,  and  unless  the 
letter  designating  the  grade  is  repeated  as  fre¬ 
quently  as  the  price  is  quoted  and  is  placed  in 
close  proximity  to  the  price  quoted,  so  as  to 
link  the  grade  letter  with  the  price  quotation.” 

The  regulations  are  amended  by  inserting 
the  following  as  Regulation  12a  : — 

“  12a.  No  person  shall  within  the  area  adver¬ 
tise  or  offer  for  sale  any  two  or  more  grades 
of  beef  coupled  together  under  one  price  quo¬ 
tation.” 

The  regulations  are  further  amended  by  in¬ 
serting  the  following  as  Regulation  12b: — 

“  12b.  Where  any  person  advertises  within 
the  area  any  beef  which  is  cow  beef,  he  shall 
in  the  advertisement  state  that  the  beef  is  cow 
beef  by  inserting,  in  letters  as  prominent  as 
the  grade  letter,  the  word  ‘  cow  ’  immediately 
after  the  grade  letter  wherever  the  grade  letter 
appears  in  the  advertisement.” 

The  regulations  ax-e  further  amended  by  in¬ 
serting  the  following  as  Regulation  12c : — 

“  12c.  Where  any  person,  by  means  of 
streamers  or  other  display  advertising,  adver¬ 
tises  beef  for  sale  within  the  area  he  shall 
cause  such  advertising  to  conform  in  all  re¬ 
spects  with  the  provisions  relating  to  adver¬ 
tising  contained  in  these  regulations.” 

The  amendments  made  by  these  regulations 
shall  come  into  force  at  midnight  on  the  5th 
day  of  March,  1939.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary.
